OF FUNDING THE DEBT OF' THE 
CiTy.—Pursuant to a gall of the 
President, an adjourned 

the citizens of Raleigh 
Metropolitan Hall last nig! 
sider further the question of funding 
the debt of the city. 

The meeting was valled to order by 
Mr. Alfred Williams, and on motion 
— Stone, Esq., was made Secre- 

y. 

The minutes of the previous meet- 
ing were read, when Mr. R. H. Bat- 
tle, Chairman of the Committee ap- 
pointed at the previous meeting to 
conside: the question in all its bear- 
ings and to submit some plan for 
the settlement of the debt of the city, 
submittetthe following report : 


C., Nov. 8th, 1875. 
Alfred Williams, Exsq., Chairman of 

Citizens Meeting «&c., 

The Committee appointed at a late 
meeting of the citizens of Raleigh, of 
which you were Chairman, to con- 
sider the A wy of the city indebt- 
eduess and, if deemed expedient, to 
report rd fer the same, 
have had the matter under conside- 
ration, and haveagreed upon the ac 
companing report, which I as Secre- 
tary of the Committee bave been 


directed to transmit through you, to: 


the meeting of the citizens with the 
recommendation of the Committee 
that the same be adopted. 

In submitting the report of the 
Committee it has been made my duty 
to say that, while the plan projsigsed 
by the report was not entirely satia- 
factory to many of the Committee, 
asa practicable scheme, looking to 
success, it is belieyed by them, under 
the circumstances, to be the best that 
can be done. The report was adopt- 
ed by the Committee with but one or 
two dissenting votes.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 


The Committee appointed by a 
meeting of the citizens of Raleigh, to 
copsider and recommend a practica- 
ble plan for funding the outstanding 
debt of the city, after having care- 
fully conside the questions sub- 
mitted to them, respectfully report : 

I. That they are satisfied, after 
conferring with a number of their 
fellow tax-payers and others, that no 
scheme for funding said debt will be 
ratified by a majority of the citizens 
that looks to issuing bonds for the 
full amount of the outstanding scrip 
and bonds not constitutionally is- 


sued. 

II, That, belieying seventy-five 
(75) per centum represents about the 
average sum paid in cash for such 
scrip and bonds, they recommend 
that an Ordinance be submitted to 
the people providing for the funding 


of such scrip and bonds, at seventy- 


five (75) per centum of the amount 
thereof, with interest from the date 


ef the issue of the scrip, and adding 


coupons for interest in case of coupon 


nds, 

ItI. That the bonds to be issued, 
be interest-bearing bonds, at the rate 
Of six (6) per centum per annum, with 
coupons attached, to represent such 
interest, payable semieannually. 

1V. That such bonds shail run 
twenty (20) and thirty (30) yéars, 
and beof the denominatic» of fifty 
dollars ($50), one hundred dollars 

$100), aud multiples of one hundred 
vllars (3100). 

V. That the details for issuing such 
bonds, providing a sinking fund for 
payment of interest and — as 
they become due, &c., provided 
for in the Ordinance to be prepared 
for submission to the citizens for 
ratification or rejection as aforesaid. 


In submitting this report, Mr. Bat- 
tle said that the majority of the com- 


mittee, believing that the large maj- | 


ority of the tax-payers of Raleigh 
were opposed to funding the debt at 
its face value, had agreed to recom- 
mend the funding of the debt at 75 
cents on the doliar, as it was desired 
that the proposition tofund should 
be in such a manner as to meet the 
approval of the people. 

Mr. H. N. Keith moved as an 
amendment to the report tostrike out 
75 cents and insert $1.00; to strike 
out ‘“‘past due interest,” and to strike 
out six per cent. interest and insert 
five 

In advocating his amendments, 
Mr. Keith stated that the opposition 
to the funding of the debt last Spring 
was not due to the fact that it was 
proposed to fund the debt dollar for 
dollar, but because the debt of the 
city was not known at that time, and 
the people of Raleighjopposed funding 
the debt until this debt was known. 
He did not believe our citizens 
wanted to repudiate any portion of 
her debt. 

Mr. Wm. H. Bagley opposed the 
amendment to fund at $1.00, as he 
felt certain the whole matter would 
be defeated by the people. His own 
views would be to fund for the whole 
amount, but he wanted the matter 
adjusted, and he believed this to be 
the only way in which it could be 


done. 
The amendment ef Mr. Keith was 


lost. 
Mr. Wm. H. Pace moved to amend 


by making the interest upon the 


bonds 8 per cent. instead of 6. Lost. 


Mr. James U. Birdsong wanted the 


bonds issued in sums less than $50 
in order that all parties could fund 
who might hold less than $50. 


Mr. R. H. Battle explained that the 


committee had considered this ques~ 


tion, and found there was but little 


ifany scripin the hands of parties 
for a less amount than $50. 
Alderman James H. Harris stated 


that he did not believe there was at 
present any scrip in the hands of the 


laboring classes, as rone has been 


issued for seven months. 
Mr. Jos. A. Harris. opposed the 
funding of the debt, as the taxes in 


the city of Raleigh were now —T 
ently high.

debt of the city was a patent fact and 
must be met, and if the city refused 
to fund it, she would at once be 
sued by'all of its creditors and forced 


| to pay, and the eity would be taxed 


for the full amount. 

The question of the legality of the 

whole debt proposed to be funded 
was discussed at some length by 
Messrs. Marcom, Keith, James H. 
Harris and others. 
Sir. R. H. Battle explained that 
the debt proposed to be funded had 
been carefully examined, and the 
city was responsible for it, and could 
be made to pay it at any time. It 
was to the interest of every citizen 
of Raleigh, whether he be a tax- 
payer or not, to know the exact 
amount of the debt of the city and 
to have it properly disposed of. This 
was reported to be the ho est debt of 
the city after an examination by 
some of the best financiers of the 
city. What was known as theChat- 
ham bonds had been refused by the 
Com mittee. 

Mr. C. M. Busbee explained the 
bad position ion which tie city would 
be placed if her debt was to be deci- 
ded by the Courts, as the same Courts 
force the immediate payment 
It was not claimed by 
any one that more than 25 per cent. 
of the debt of the city had been paid 
in excess of the value received, and 
this report proposed to pay only 75 
per cent., Which he thought met any 
objection urged upon this point. 

After some farther discussion, the 
report was adopted as a whole, when, 
on motion, the meeting adjourned,

DEATH OF AUGUSTINE MILLER.—

Itis with unfeigned sorrow that 
we chronicle the death of Augustine, 
the only sonof the Rev. A. W.. Mil- 
ler, D. D., vastor of the Fitst Presby- 
terian Church of this city. His death 
occurred on yesterday morning uno - 
der peculiarly distressing circum- 
stances. Until about a year ago, he 
was full of health, hope and manly 
vigor, when be was stricken with 
that siow aud lingering disease con- 
sumption. And while traveling was 
resorted to, auing parents and an 
only sister nursed him with all tean- 
deruess and affection and Jearned 
physicians employed all their skill 
to restere him to his wonted health 
and streogth; yet it wasevident that 
no human power could arrest the 
fatal ravages that bore this youthful 
lifeto an early graye. He had pas- 
sed his majority only a few years 
but had long been a pious and con- 
sistent member of the church of his 
adoption. Iu bis last moments he 
ealled his friends to his bed-side, told 
them he feared not the King of Ter- 
rors, and with a smile upon his lips, 
his spirit winged its flight unto the 
God who gave it. 

Frank and courteous in his man- 
per kind and generous in bis nature, 
honorable and chivalric in his inter= 
course, he possessed those noble quali- 
ties that command the resvect aud 
esteem of all. Among the whole 
community, and especially among 
the assuciates that have Known him 
long and well, be leaves many at- 
tached to him by the purest and 
strongest ties of affection and friend- 
ship.

Animals seldom got sick in a state 
of nature. It is only when subject 
to man’s control that they become 
very subject to disease. This shows 
on its face that there is something 
wropg in man’s management of 
them. Good breeding and develop- 
ment doeg not produce this disease ; 
nor does good care either produce or 
cause disease. Probably nine out of 
every ten animals that die, lose their 
lives from improper feeding under 
conditions adverse to mature. Per- 
sons having the care of animals 
should study to comply with the re- 
quirements to their nature in every 
respect as nearly as possible. Throw 
physie and other nostrums to the 
winds, and depend upon making all 
eonditions as favorable’ to 
health as you can. The vital 
forces of nature must overcome all 
disease, or the sick animal must die. 
The way toaid nature is to remove 
all obstacles toits action, and give it 
a chance. 


Rasping Horse’s Feet. 


A sensible blacksmith talks in the 
Canada Farmer about the habit of 
raspiug the boofs of horses in the 
following emphatic manner, and it 
will be well for horse owpers to give 
his views candid consideration : 

‘“Rasping down the feet nicely, as 
they call it, is quite a passion with 
seme people. I bave often rasped 
the hoof, and the owner of the horse 
standing by to tell when it would 
suit him. This rasping on a hoof 
that happens to be a little ill-shaped, 
until it will spring under your finger 
is far too daugerous a plan for mak- 
ing things look well. I have often 
commenced on hoofs that had a 
beautiful gloss all over, and given 
them a thorough rasping; not that I 
could make them any better, for that 
was beyond the et ged of human 
hauds; but they had to be rasped 
merely because the owner’s mind was 
a slave to fashion or faney. The 
rasping lakes the strong surface off 
the hoof, and nature trying all she 
can to make up for the evil done b 
injudieious hands, forms a_ hard, 
giossy surface to protect the foot.
